Witnesses Before Forestry 
Commission Favor Per- 
petual Licenses 



BACKER'S OPINIONS 

ON TWO SYSTEM'S 



Experts Give Testimony on 
Various Phases of Forest 
Question 



Vancouver, Aug. 23.— In a sense, tho 
most interesting evidence taken by tho 
forestry commission today was that o£ 
William Murray, manager of the Bank 
of Commerce here, on the point of tb.e 
comparative value of provincial and 
Dominion timber licenses as collateral 
In bori owing from the banks. The 
statement having been made by the 
lumbermen that they cannot finance 
on Provincial licenses, while Domin- 
ion licenses were freely accepted, the 
commissioners have been anxious to 
get an explanation at first hand from 
a banker. 

Mr. Murray corroborated the state- 
ments which have been made, and put 
the bank's objections down to lack of 
livlt'y of tenure, as he anld, in Pro- 
vincial licenses. He understood there 
was a fixed rental on Dominion li- 
censes', and so long as that was paid 
•tnd there was timber on the land he 
considered this was as a security im- 
mensely ahead of the Provincial li- 
censes. Mr. Murray said the making 
Pf Provincial licenses perpetual would 
bo of considerable value In improving 
them as a security. 

It came out in Mr. Murray's exam- 
ination later by the commissioners 
that while he has had a good deal of 
experience with Provincial licenses, 
and has accepLcd them where men had 
other security to offer as well, he has 
had none with Dominion licenses. Mr. 
Fulton examined ,hlm almost to tho 
point of cross-examination on the" sub- 
ject. From the Dominion regulations 
Mr. Murray admitted that tho rental 
"and royalty on Dominion timber lands 
could both be increased, that a certain 
area of a man's holdings may be with- 
drawn if It turns out to be agricultur- 
al land and the holder compelled to 
log it off, and that license holders can 
be compelled also to erect sawmills. 
Nevertheless, although closely pressed 
on the point and confronted with ques- 
tions as to his action in exactly simi- 
lar cases, he persisted that ho would 
look upon a Dominion license more 
favorably than a Provincial one. 

He had no doubt, whatever, he said, 
that tho present Provincial Govern- 
ment would act just as reasonably in 
the matter of giving a renewal of li- 
censes as the Dominion Government, 
hut with a banker's caution, said he 
always looked at the weak points 
rather than the strong, and therefore 
had to consider that when the 21 years 
term of Provincial licenses expired it 
might not be a re'a somible Govern- 
ment that was In office. It would be 
much more comfortable if the licenses 
contained provisions similar to those 
In tho Dominion licenses. 

Mr. Murray suggested that the lum- 
bermen really ought to seek to bor- 
row from trust and loan companies in- 
stead of from the banks. 

The morning session was held In the 
courthouse, but the afternoon and suc- 
ceeding sessions are being held In tho 
rooms of the Lumbermen's Associa- 
tion which have been placed at tho 
disposal of the commission and are 
more suitable. 

Timber Instructor's Views 

This morning R. J. Skinner, Gov- 
ernment Timber Inspector and a man 
of long experience was the principal 
witness. 

He advocated perpetuity of title for 
the license holders, no change in rent- 
als, a royalty of not 'ess than the 
present 50 cents per thousand foot, 
the Government In addition sharing in 
a percentage of the profits under cer- 
tain circumstances, and the rest of the 
policy of the Government to be con- 
tinued. There Is none better, he said. 

"Constant vigilance, a system of 
government patrol, of having men In 
easy reach when fire breaks out. Tlia.t 
will do more than any other method I 
can suggest to protect the forests from 
their greatest danger. 

"What Is tho most frequent cause of 
fire?" asked Chairman Pulton. 

Mr. Skinner — "Logging operations, 
the donkey engine which at present 
takes anything for fuel. In my view 
oil should be used. Tho transporta- 
tion of oil as fuel is not an insupera- 
ble difficulty. It would of course cost 
something, such a change of fuel, but 
tho people and tho Province would de- 
rive tho benefit. 

To another question Mr. Skinner re- 
plied:" I do not think that the debris 
left after cutting Is any great cause 
of fire after the first year, for the ver- 
dure then covers it," And to an- 
other ho ropllnd: "I do not know of 
any country that has a better licensing 
system than British Columbia." 
Hand Loggers 

Thomas Wilson, Inspector of Indian 
reserves for tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, agreed with Mr. Skinner's and 
In addition suggested that tho Pro- 
vince plant such trees of medicinal 
valuo as tho cascara and some of tho 
hardwoods. 

Fred K. L. Ward, whose firm has 
put up a $100,000 shingle mill on Val- 
dez Island, asked that hand loggers bo 
not confined in their operations. On 
hearing his explanation that there is 
much lumber suitable f,or shingles left 
in the woods at several points, Hon. 
Mr. Fulton suggested that those should 
bo operated under special license. 

Douglas C. Cameron, president of 
tho Rat Portage Lumber Co., who is 
a large holder of British Columbia 
timber limits, supported the demand 
for a perpetual tenure, and argued that 
In a Brlttlsh country after a man has 
<pald a bonus perhaps for his limits 
and is paying rentals and royalties for 
.twenty years, ho Jiad pome, vested 



rights, which entitled him to such a 
tenure. In regard to the Dominion li- 
censes, Mr. Cameron said eminent 
lawyers held that in spito of tho pro- 
viso regarding chango of rental and 
royalty the Federal Government could 
not legally alter either. 

Alfred McMillan, Rosslnnd, urged 
forest conservation in tho Interests of 
the mining industry. 

T, F, Paterson, head of several lum- 
ber manufacturing concerns here, was 
heard along similar linos to earlier 
witnesses.

He says thero is 
never any shortage in tho Canadian ar- 
ticle. It Is a matter of regret, how- 
ever, ho writes, that so much of tho 
grain Is exported through American 
channels. 



Death of Young Surveyor 

t,ondon, Ont., Aug. 23. — Robert Malt- 
land Hannon, D. L. S., of Edmonton,

TRUS T BETR AYED 

Boston Young Man Leaves Pretty 
Widow and Others in Sydney 
in the Lurch 



Svdney, N. S., Aug. 23. — D. J. Smith, 
hailing from Boston, who had been 
stopping at a hotel In Sydney for somo 
time, disappeared last week, leaving a 
board bill of $100. During tho latter 
part of his stay Smith paid dally visits 
to the office In quest of a $1,000 check 
which he expected from friends in Bos- 
ton. Finally the money arrived, and 
the recipient disappeared. 

While awaiting Hie arrival of the 
funds, the man paid ardent attention 
to a pretty young widow, proposed 
marriage, and was accepted, and the 
wedding was to come off as soon as 
the check reached him. The woman 
gave him her watch and a considerable 
sum of money to keep for her. 

It was the old story of woman's trust 
and man's perfidy. The police sent a 
telegram to New Glasgow, and tho 
fleplng lover and brwd bill jumper 
was captured at Truro. He was being 
returned, and while the train was go- 
ing at a fast rate Smith asked permis- 
sion to go to the lavatory. Once in- 
side he locked the door, and forcing 
open tho window made good his es- 
cape.

NOT AFTER REYES 

Report That Federal Mexican Troops 
Were Pursuing Governor Is 
Now Denied 



Laredo, Tex., Aug. 23. — From a re- 
llablo source in Monterey it is denied 
that thero has been any concentrated 
movement of federal troops looking to 
the arrest .of General Bernardo Reyes, 
governor of Nuevo Leon. It Is also 
stated that General Reyes Is still vis- 
iting in the neighborhood of Galena, 
and that no endeavor on tho part of 
the federal authorities had been made 
in any way concerning Reyes. 

There has been no movement recently 
of troops from Saltlllo, Monterey or 
Montenorelos towards Galena, it" is. 
said. The source from which this in- 
formation comes ridicules tho story 
that federal troops are endeavoring to 
bring about the arrest of Gen. Barnar- 
do Reyes, and points out that such 
action would only result in a stato of 
affulrs that has thus far been avoid- 
ed. General Reyes Is tnking no active 
part In the political efforts of tho Rey- 
Ists to bring about his candidacy Cor 
the office of vice president.

RIOTERS ARE AWED 

BY SHOW OF FORCE 



Death List of Sunday Night's 
Encounters Has Another 
Addition 



Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 23.— Three 
coluumns of smoke lloatod lazily from 
tho chimneys ot' the Pressod Steel Car 
company's plant in Schoenville to- 
night. These mute signals told better 
than official announcements that tho 
striking employees of the car plant 
have yet to wait long to win their fight 
against the car otficials, for the plant 
is still In operation, despite the wild 
efforts of infuriated mobs to scare off 
the Imported workmen during the past 
2,1 hours. Tonight the striking men 
realized for the first time that their 
jobs were no more; that the company 
could do without them; and that they 
were no longer wanted within tho big 
gates of the car plant. 

The strikers' wives were viewed with 
disfavor by the trqops today. Several 
of them carrying large baskets were 
made to turn over the contents to see 
that they were carrying nothing con- 
traband into the houses. Twenty-flvo 
men were arrested and put Into tho 
box car jails by nightfall. The men 
who resisted were manacled to tho 
troopers' horses and dragged through 
the streets to tho plant's entrance. Tho 
strikers seemed awed and gloomy to- 
night at the extent of last night's fa- 
talities. 

A funeral has been planned for the 
strikers who woro victims of last 
night's rioting. These bodies will be 
laid in state In tho Catholic Cathedral 
•in McKec's Rocks during tomorrow 
morning. 

The news that additional stato con- 
stables were on tho way from Wllkos- 
barro and would be In the strike zone 
before morning seemed to act as a 
quietus. 

A meeting of the striking employees 
of tho car plant scheduled for the lato 
afternoon was not allowed to tako 
place. 

The announcement was made today 
that the government will heed tho 
peonago charge against President F. 
N. Hoffstott and Foreman Samuel Co- 
hen, of the Pressed Steel Car company 
to the extent of making a thorough In- 
vestigation of the allegations made by 
Albert Varas, who swore to the charge 
before United States Commissioner 
Lindsay on Saturday. 

The McKee's Rocks city council lato 
tonight, at a special meeting called for 
tiie purpose, appointed a committee to 
go at once to Harrlsburg and ask tho 
governor to call the state constabulary 
from the plant of the Pressed Steel Car 
company, whoso employees are on 
strike. Neither the car company nor 
the strikers were criticised at the 
council meeting, 

The death list resulting from last 
night's wild rioting was swelled again 
tonight, when another of the strikers 
died at tho Mercy hospital from a gun- 
shot wound in the lungs. This brings 
the death list up to seven. 



COLLIERIES WORK 



Output at Mines of Dominion 
Coal Company Steadily 
Increases 



Halifax, Aug. 23— The official state- 
ment of tho Dominion Coal company 
covering today Is: Hoisted from pits, 
6270 tons; loaded from the banking 
station, 4852 tons; total output for 
the day, 11,129 tons. 

Dominion No. 1 colliery fell short 
of the 2000 ton mark by only thirty 
tons. Dominion No. 2 raised nearly 
.1300 tons, No. 3, 700, No. 4, 700. While 
the other collieries are all doing fair 
ly well, present indications point to 
a very substantial Increase In the pro- 
duction from the collieries during tho 
present week and the follwlng days 
to the close of tho month. 

A number of now men have gone 
to work ut No. 2 colliery, and before 
this week Is out tho tonnage hoisted 
from the big shaft will probably reach 
the 1000 or 1700 ton mark. 

The company is now preparing to 
re-open collieries Nos. 5 and 1). A 
large number' of men came in on Fri- 
day, Saturday, Sunday and today 
from Newfoundland, Inverness, Grand 
Narrows, Pletou County and from 
Montreal. About 75 per cent of those 
men are practical miners, and most 
of them have at some previous time 
been employees of tho Dominion Coal 
company. 

Glace Bay, N. S., Aug. 23— The 
seventh week of the strike ended to- 
day with the situation apparently un- 
changed. Rumors there are plenty of 
peace negotiations, and those who 
profess to know what is going on in- 
side say that matters are progressing 
favorably and that tho strike will end 
inside of two "weeks. President James 
Ross, of tho coal company, howevor, 
still declares that there are, no nego 
tlations ;ln progress, and that tho 
company- will -not negotiate-. 



Hungarian Armed with Rifle Makes 
Things Lively for Three Fin- 
nish Companions 

Revels toko, Aug. 23. — A report came 
here last night that a man at' the sec- 
tion house near Crulgellachie had been 
shot three times. Provincial ofilcer 
Kingston and Dr. Hamilton went out, 
but found only a drunken brawl. A 
Hungarian named Victor Tallvitti and 
three Finns had been drinking together 

All had guns, and Tallvitti challeng- 
ed the three Finns to come out and 
light. In a row before this ho struck 
one of the Finns in the face, and made 
him bleed badly. He then went out 
with his rifle, and shot up the house 
from outside, but did not hit anyone. 

The provincial constable took Tall- 
vitti under arrest and brought him 
here. He came up before Magistrate 
Foster this morning and pleaded guilty 
saying ho had been so drunk he did 
not know what he was doing. He was 
fined twenty dollars and ten dollars 
costs. 



Grand Forks Not in Danger. 

Grand Forks, Aug. 23. — There is ab- 
solutely no truth in the report that 
tills city is or was threatened by bush 
fires. The bush Is burning a tew miies 
east of the city, and the fire has caught 
some haystacks and fences, but that is 
all. It is next to impossible for Grand 
Forks to bo imperilled by bush ilres, 
as tho hills surrounding the city have 
been cleared of nearly all timber. The 
only possible danger is the destruction 
of the West Kootenay power line, 
which supplies all the smelters, mines, 
and cities of tho boundary with elec- 
tricity from Bonnington Falls. 

Prairie Crops. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 23. — Crop conditions 
continue ideal, though the grain Is suf- 
fering a little on account of the heat. 
Saturday was the hottest day of the 
year, 91.G. Tho first car of the new 
wheat was loaded at Glenboro, Man., 
on Saturday. It graded 1 northern. 
Four thousand harvesters have arriv- 
ed during the past twenty-four hours 
from Ontario, and were Immediately 
distributed. The Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment report asserts that the present 
warm weather Is exactly what the 
crops require, and the quality and 
quantity are above the average,

Dr. Tutton is to lecture on August 2G 
in tho Walker Theatro on "The Seven 
Styles of Crystal Architecture," and 
this Is looked forward to by many as 
one of the most attractive features of 
tho great week. He has been inspector 
of technical schools sinco 1895 to the 
British government. 

Medical Men in Session. 

Two hundred and fortytmembers of 
tho medical profession of. Canada, the 
United States, and England, including 
some of the most eminent surgeons 
and physicians of the countries, regis-, 
tered in the University office this 
morning, at the opening of tho Win- 
nipeg meeting of the Canadian Medical 
association. 

A portion of the forenoon was spent 
in exchanging greetings and welcomes, 
but at ton o'clock the addresses com- 
menced, and the business of the con- 
vention was started in earnest. In all 
the 3lx special sessions, with the ex- 
ception of pathology, papers were read, 
and until well past the noon hour visi- 
tors and local doctors were entertained 
on professional and technical subjects. 

The paper of Dr. R. W. Bruce-Smith, 
on "The Relations of General Hospitals 
to tho Community" was the featuro of 
the morning. Dr. Bruce-Smith's ex- 
haustive researches and study of tho 
subject was an assuranco of an ablo 
and Interesting paper, but the strength 
of his arguments against civic hos- 
pitals and against the pauperization of 
the public by free treatment was more 
convincing than anticipated. 

Dr. H. C. McNeil, of Toronto, road a 
paper on another subject of much local 
interest. It was '.'What is certified 
milk, and how can wo secure it for 
our patients?" A milk commission to 
deal with this problem of public health ' 
was what ho advocated as an essen- 
tial factor in procuring pure milk. The 
objects of this commission were to 
preserve clinical standards of purity 
for cows, and to have the periodical in- 
spection of dairies under Its patronage, 
and to provide chemical and biological 
examinations of milk and dairy pro- 
ducts. The commission would also 
havo to make frequent scrutinies of 
stock with the assistance of competent 
veterinarles.

\yhat? a- troo sprayer told me this week, 
which was that since, the board- of hor- 
ticulture w as inatitfltocJ! some fourteen 
years, ago, the insect I pests around Vic- 
toria are fill" worse than- they were then. 
Another rancher told me that the offi- 
cial pest was the worst pest of nil. An- 
other rancher told me that for the last 
six years ho had sprayed his trees three 
or four times a year . with tho result 
that heC had almost ruined his -orchard, 
while his neighbor. . who had sprayed 
none, for ten years, li'id an orchard look- 
ing twice us good. So 'much for 'hear- 
say. 1 came here to this city, nearly 
) years ago but in the old 'country 
had traveled through Britain and other 
countries for nearly thirty years and 
was always deeply interested In fruit 
ami fruit culture. ' From my yoiith up 
I have been engaged la horticulture in 
various branches and 'In almost . every- 
thing was successful, but 1 never 
sprayed.' I. had too much knowledge of 
the delicate epidernilcs of branches and 
leaves of U-efes to think that applying 
Unlc; .salt.- sulphur; "bUieslor.o, arsenic, 
or even' that 1 .-, fad of all arsenate of lead 
would do anything but harm to the ten- 
der organs/ Pi plants. Of course they 
are not good Sor the insects 'either, but 
they aire especially bad Cor the plants, 
and kerosene makes them worse. It Is, 
1 think, almost'. Impossible to find any- 
thing filthier tlian many of the fruit 
trees are in ami around Victoria and 
where they have boon regularly sprayed. 
Mlace coming to Victoria I have never 
sprayed but have nevertheless complete- 
ly ami effectively cleaned many orch- 
ards and it would doubtless make Mr. 
Hamilton rub his eyes twice to see an 
orchard thirty years old or so with not 
a living scale, am or greenfly on it, 
and it the picture of health and all done 
at one operation on this old orchard 
where up till last winter the trees were, 
many , of them, killed by scale and had 
to he cut down. The cure for bad orch- 
ards Is good cultivation and something 
to feed tile tree and 'not to burn it as 
nearly all 'sprays do. 

If anyone wants to get full Informa- 
tion on tho evils of arsenate of lead see 
nn article In Better Fruit, January, l'JOD, 
and yet it Is recommended as a spray 
by our Inspector of pests and copies 
stuck up in many ranches. As far as 
I can soe its only effect would be to 
poison our good friends the ladybirds.

bir — Unfortunately, 1 have been away 
trom town for some two months now 
and so have not been able to lend a 
hand in support of the by-laws that are 
to be voted on on Thursday next, but 
1 was pretty well posted on the terms 
and conditions of ".loth before I left, and 
have very carefully read all the. articles 
that have appeared in tho newspapers 
about them, together with the letters 
pro and con that have been sent 111 to 
the press. I am more convinced now 
than ever that the voters of Victoria 
will be making a terrible mistake If 
they defeat these -by-laws. Our city has 
at last begun to forge ahead a Httlo 
and outsiders uro beginning to see the 
splendid advantages we have Mo offer, 
to investors and 'desirable people who 
arc looking for homes In a beautiful 
country. 1 do not wish to discuss tho 
provisions of the by-laws here as they 
already have been so very fully dis- 
sected and explained by the local press 
that everybody must understand them 
now. but 1 would like to say to anyono 
who is still in doubt aoout them that 
they cannot possibly do wrong, either 
to the city or to themselves, by voting 
for both of them. The development of 
the suburbs by car linos will do more 
to belli the city than anything else that 
Is. at present, at all possible. Tho B. C, 
te'lectttc company Is known by every- 
one to be a generous Company to its 
employees, and what they have done In 
Vancouver and the surrounding munici- 
palities shows what they can do and are 
willing to do, In building up a city. 
Let us give them an opportunity to do 
tor Victoria what they have done for 
our sister oily. Their first object is. 
Of course, to make money, but they 
cannot do this withort a large popula- 
tion as patrons of their cars and power 
plant, and an iuhreased population is 
what every progressive Victorian wishes 
to see. Our Development League is do- 
ing splendid work in the way of adver- 
tising the Island and the city, but tho 
defeat of these by-laws would mean a 
tremendous setback to all the work they 
have done.

Sir — lie w r works by-law, and the 

following propositions: (1) Last year 
an expert water works engineer ami the 
city council advised the expenditure of 
$600,000, in amending tho water works 
system, stating that Elk lake would he 
a sufficient source of supply with a 
metered system lor six years to come. 

(2) The ratepayers voted the money, 
and also voted in favor of the develop- 
ment of Sookc lake as a source of fu- 
ture supply. 

(3) With a leaky reservoir, ami In- 
sufficient time to allow users to check 
the waste (which meters will force them 
te do) It is impossible at this time to 
arrive at any definite conclusion, as to 
tlie benefit resulting therefrom, or to 
ascertain the cost per thousand gal- 
lons of delivering same to consumer 
under the new regime. 

(I) Approximately 5150,000 to $200,- 
000 litis been expended on Bile lake, con- 
duits, pumping engines and meters, out- 
side of tho outlay on the redistribution 
system within the city limits. 

( D ) To buy Goldslream and make It 
available involves an estimated expen- 
diture of $1,350,000, to be raised by

MOTION DELAYED 



City Council Splits on Question 
of Censuring Fair Directors 
for Action. Taken 




The three members of tho board of 
directors of the British Columbia Agri- 
cultural association will not be for- 
mally advised of the displeasure of the 
city council because of their decision 
to allow book making at the forthcom- 
ing agricultural show next month. At 
least, not yet awhile. After having 
been held over for a week in order that 
it might be passed by a full meeting 
of the council, the resolution submit- 
ted last Monday night by Alderman 
Henderson again came up for con- 
sideration, but owing to the fact that 
an even spilt occurred when the reso- 
lution was put, five being for it and 
five against it, the resolution bad to 
be dropped. It is doubtful if, In view 
of the near approach of the fair, any- 
i tiling further will be heard of the mat- 
ter, at least not until the annual meet- 
ing of the association. 

The discussion on the resolution was 
not i»! long duration, the advocates, as 
well as those opposed to it, having 
pretty well aired their views last Mon- 
day night, but yet, those who wished 
to see It passed took occasion to de- 
liver themselves of the tlmo-honored 
arguments unent the evils of betting 
and the harm which would inevitably 
result to Victoria, should book making 
bo permitted. On the other hand, the 
directors of the fair were handed num- 
erous bouquets on the ability with 
which they have conducted their work, 
and the debt which the city owes them 
was fully admitted. 

Lefthanded Compliment. 
Mayor Hall, in introducing the sub- 
ject, expressed his opinion that while, 
nil thoroughly appreciated the work of 
the non-council directors in the past, 
yet he did not think that any harm 
would result If the resolution asking 
the directors to reconsider their de- 
cision relative to book making at the 
year's fair were passed. 

Alderman Fullerton moved that the 
council's resolution be passed, and his 
motion was seconded by Alderman Mc-

Alderman Turner pointed out, wanted 
Instant and drastic action, eviction 
proceedings, and even went so far as 
to suggest that the mayor should lock 
the gates at the fair grounds. Alder- 
man Mable believed the resolution to 
be a\Vote of censure against men who 
had done good work and who had 
freely given of their time with the 
sole object of advancing the fair and 
city. The directors, too, are men who 
know more about running the show 
than do the council. 

Alderman Turner suggested that 
the resolution be luld on the table until 
after the fair, and then it be taken 
up and .decided once and for all what 
Is wanted. To pass the resolution as 
submitted would amount to repudia- 
tion, Tho council members on tho 
board were In the minority .and now 
because they did not get what they 
want they come back to the council 
with a resolution of cenBuro. 

Alderman Stewart admitted he did 
not know anything about open books, 
but he believed that at past fairs 
when betting had been conducted no 
trouble had occurred. What a great 
many people here want Is to have a 
big glass house over Victoria with a 
sign over the door, "Be good or you 
can't come In." 

"There is too much kicking and too 
much drawing the line," declared Al- 
derman Stewart. 

Too Late This Year 

Alderman Bishop stated that he had 
spoken with several members of the 
association, and they all feel that it 
is now too late to make any change 
this year, and Alderman Humber 
wanted, to know why it is that after 
purchasing the fair grounds four 
years ago for $50,000 It Is now the 
desire to close the fair. If a success- 
ful horse race Is to be held there must 
be betting, but that betting must be 
regulated. Alderman Humber de- 
clared himaelf |n favor of the "pari- 



mutuel" system, but he immediately 
remarked to the mayor, "I don't sup- 
pose you know what that is." 

"Don't make us too wise." sugges- 
ted Alderman Stewart, while Alder- 
man Henderson took occasion to en- 
lighten Aldcrmnn Humber on the 
moral aspect of the question. He 
also claimed the association had been 
allowed the use of the grounds for 
the purposes of an agricultural show, 
and that it Is as far as they can go. 
The races come within that category, 
but betting does not. 'To Alderman 
number's statement that betting had 
been going on for the past ten years 
and he had never objected, Alderman 
Henderson emphatically denied that 
t(ae Association had ever got a cent 
directly from betting. Last year there 
was betting, but the permit given for 
the privileges did not contemplate 
gambling. 

"In former years the privileges were 
sold for a lump sum," suggested the 
mayor. 

"You threw the gambling in?" Brak- 
ed Alderman Humber. 

Still More Amendments 

To ihe amendment of Alderman 
Turner that the resolution be laid on 
the table Alderman Henderson moved 
an amendment, "That in the opinion 
of this council it is not in the best 
interests of the city of Victoria to al- 
low bookmaking In connection with 
the races at the fair." 

Alderman Turner objected to this 
amendment on the grounds that it 
was practically the same as the ori ■ 
ginal motion, and out of order. How- 
ever, the amendment to the amend- 
ment was put; the vote split, and it 
was declared negatived. Then the 
amendment to lay the resolution on 
the table was put, and the vote was 
again a tie, Aldermen Mable, Stewart, 
Ross, Turner and Humber voting hi 
favor of It. Then the resolution was 
put, and again the vote was a tie, 



Aldermen Fullerton Henderson, Mc- 
Keown, Humber and the Mayor vot- 
ing- in favor of it, while Aldermen 
Turner, Stewart, Ross, Bishop and 
Mable against. 

"You're on the fence," declared Al- 
derman Henderson to Alderman 
Humber, whom the former had not 
expected to see vote In favor of the 
resolution after speaking against It. 

"I'm squaring my conscience," an- 
swered Alderman Humber. 



GREAT COMET WILL BE 
VISIB LE NE XT MONTH 

Famous Heavenly Visitant Travelling 
Earthwards at Tremendous 
Speed 

Last visible in lS3iv the astronomical 
world is eagerly awaiting the reap- 
pearance of an historic comet, which 
is now approaching the earth at the 
rate of 2,500,000 miles a day. This Is 
equivalent to 1,731 miles a minute, and 
29 miles a second. 

Since 1705 the comet has been known 
as "Hallcy's comet," as it was In that 
year that Edmund Halley. an eminent 
English astronomer, established the 
identity of the heavenly visitant. It is 
not probable that the comet will bo 
discerned before the middle of Septem- 
ber or possibly October, for Its distance 
is now over 350,000,000 miles. The 
rate at which it is travelling sunwards 
and earthwards %ylll soon bring it 
within reach of human eyes. 

By May, 1910 the comet will be at its 
brightest, when It will be quite con- 
spicuous to the naked eye, and will 
become a popular and highly attrac- 
tive spectacle.

; THE WiATE R QUESTION 

We think we have discussed tho 
water question' with absolute fairness 
and have demonstrated: 

Unit tho net annual charge upon the 
city for the purchase of the property 
will not exceed Si^.OOO. ami that for 
this the city will secure a daily supply 
of at least 6.000, 000 gallons at the city 
limits; 

That to pnrehase 6,000,000 gallons 
daily from -Xti*; Esquimau Water 
Works Company, as some persons 
think we ought to do. would cost 
5131, '100 a year; 

That to install', a plant, looking to 
Sooke Lake as iUs source, and to do- 
liver at the city limits 0,000,000 gallons 
daily will cost at least $72,000 a year, 
and perhaps much more, for the act- 
ual cost cannot bo ascertained; 

That the city will acquire a new 
source of revenue by buying the Es- 
quimau property, namely whatever 
sum the B. C. Electric Railway Com- 
pany and the residents of Victoria 
AVest and the Es<r.iinialt Peninsula 
may contribute which cannot be less 
than $20,000 a year, and may be very 
much more and is in any event a con- 
stantly increasing revenue, so far as 
consumers other than the Tramway- 
company are concerned; 

That being in possession of the only 
available source of sttpply for those 
districts, Victoria for all time to come 
will have, as customers for its water 
and as contributors to its revenue 
therefrom and hence bearing a share 
of the annual .charge, the residents of 
Oak Bay and South Saanich munici- 
palities; 

That tho city will not acquire any 
new source of revenue by going to 
Sooke, and may l,ose all the revenue 
now derived from sales of water to 
residents of Oak Bay and South Saa- 
nich municipalities, who may prefer 
to take water from tho Esquimau 
company; 

That- by acquiring the Esquimau 
property the city will come into ab- 
solute control of the water supply of 
the whole area within which water 
buyers now reside in this part of Van- 
couver Island; 

That by acquiring the Esquimau 
property the city will have all the 
water, which it does not require for 
ordinary purposes, for sale to any 
given company, which may desire to 
buy it at a point where great power 
can be developed; 

That by acquiring the Esquimau 
company's property the city can in a 
little more than a year, get all tho 
water It will require for some years 
to come; 

That if we go to Sooke more than 
seven years may have to elapse before 
any water can be got from that 
source; 

That if we go to Sooke the cost will 
have to be met by tho residents of that 
part of the city which lies east of the 
arm; whereas, if we acquire the Es- 
quimau company's property, the whole 
city, the Oak Bay municipality the 
South Saanich municipality and the 
unorganized part of the Esquimau 
Peninsula will contribute to the an- 
nual charge. 

There remain to be considered the 
objections advanced by gentlemen like 
Senator Macdonald and .Major Du- 
pont. Substantially they say that they 
are opposed to acquiring the Esqui- 
mau property because they have no 
confidence' in the city government. Lot 
us admit for the argument's sake that 
the city government lias so acted as 
to forfeit the confidence -of these gen- 
tlemen. What claim can those gen- 
tlemen have to the con- 
fidence of their fellow rate- 
payers, when wo find them advo- 
cating tho purchase of water at 6 cents 
per thousand gallons delivered at the 
city limits, when by buying out the 
company the city can get water de- 
livered at the limits for less than 3 
cents per thousand gallons? If these 
gentlemen cannot trust the city gov- 
ernment to handle water that will cost 
less than :i cents a thousand gallons, 
how can they trust that government 
to handle water that will cost 6 cents 
a thousand gallons? The case put for- 
ward by these gentlemen breaks down 
the moment it is stated. We do not 
ask them to have confidence In the 
city government; but we do ask them 
to have confidence in the arithmetic, 
and to admit that is greater than 3. 
We ask them, as property owners with- 
in that part of the city, which lies 
east of the Ann, to say if they think 
it better that they and their fellow 
property owners east of the Arm 
should be saddled with the expense of 
going to Sooke, at a probably greater 
cost than that of the Esquimau com- 
pany's property, than that the whole 
city and tin? surrounding districts 
should boar the smaller cost »f ac- 
quiring the company's property! We 
think we can anticipate their answer 
to the lam proposition, and It will bo 



that they do not want to go to Sooke 
at all. If this is their answer then 
we must buy water at C cents a gallon 
from Coldstream. We fear that those, 
who hold such views as tho gentlemen 
mentioned have expressed, are pinning 
their hopes upon something that will 
never be realized. The people of Vic- 
toria, just the plain, every-day work- 
ing people, who toll in offices, stores, 
workshops, or elsewhere, will insist 
that they shall govern their own city. 
They are foolish enough to think it 
better to govern themselves, even if 
they do make mistakes sometimes, 
than to hand over the conduct of their 
affairs to such persons as the worthy 
Senator and the gallant Major would 
like to see appointed by some other, 
power than the citizens themselves. 

Mr. John Dean favors us with a 
letter. He is to be complimented 
upon his succinct way of dealing with 
the question. We shall endeavor to 
meet his views in the same way. 

1st. The money spent on Elk Lake 
will not be absolutely wasted, for If 
tho city were free to sell tho water 
from that source, it would find cus- 
tomers for it in Saanich. 

2nd. The cost of delivering water 
per thousand gallons at the city lim- 
its from Goldstream is simply a mat- 
ter of calculation. The whole pro- 
perty and a pipe delivering at least 
6,000,000 gallons of water daily at the 
city limits will cost this city $72,- 
845.50 a year; divide this by 365 and 
it is a little under 5200 a day; divide 
$200 by 6000 and you got the price of 
the water per thousand gallons at a 
shade over 3 cents. 

mers, which .Mr. Dean puts at 22 V> 
cents, gives the city a margin of 1 9 
cents on each gallon It will obtain 
from Goldstream, if it owns that pro- 
perty. 

4th. The city cannot expect to buy 
water from Goldstream at 6 cents per 
thousand gallons and sell it to "Oak 
Bay or any other municipality" for 
22 '/.j cents. Oak Bay or any other 
municipality will buy the water di- 
rectly from the company and save 
10 U' cents per thousand gallons 
thereby. 

5th. The supposed charge of $20,- 
000 for management and maintenance 
of the Goldstream supply is absurd. 
The management will not cost any- 
thing; the maintenance will be a 
small amount. 

6th. The city cannot buy water 
from the Esqulmalt company "as and 
when we need it." We must make a 
live years' contract. 

7th. If the city goes to Sooke Lake 
the water system thereby created will 
be for that part of the city east of 
tho Arm alone. The rest of the dis- 
trict will be occupied by the Esqui- 
mau company, which will have seven 
or more years the start of the city 
in securing the right to supply South 
Saanich and Oak Bay. 



A PLEASURE SPOT. 

One of the advantages of acquiring 
the property of the Esquimau Water 
Works company is that the city will 
thereby become possessed of what may 
be made one of the attractive pleasure 
resorts lu the vicinity of Victoria. To 
some people this consideration may 
seem of little or no importance; but 
to those who look to the future, It will 
commend itself as worth taking into 
account. When one is about to buy 
a property one naturally wishes to 
know all the uses to which the pro- 
perty can be put. The Esquimau 
company owns the land at the mouth 
of Goldstream. The first two miles of 
the new Mill Bay road crosses it. It 
would make an ideal pleasure' ground. 
A splendid bathing place could be 
created here, because the water Is 
warm. The surface of Kinlayson In- 
let, as tile upper part of Saanich Arm 
is called, is very favorable to boating 
of every kind, for it is absolutely -ro- 
toeted from the wind. We have very 
little doubt that, if the city could ac- 
quire tlie property, It could arrange 
with the Tramway Company to extend 
its line to that point, and private en- 
terprise could be trusted to establish 
pleasure resorts there, which would 
prove exceptionally attractive. Apart 
altogether from the desirability of 
providing for our own people, such an 
attractive place as this would be, the 
beauties of the spot and the facilities 
for pleasure that could be provided 
there would induce visitors to prolong 
their stay with us during the summer 
months. There may be those, as we 
have said before, to whom such a con- 
sideration as this will not commend it- 
self; but all persons wdio look forward 
to tin; development of the city will ad- 
mit that it is a matter of a very good 
deal of Impbrtanec. 



THE VIEW OF THE TIMES.

That the government feel them- 
selves to be In a stronger position to- 
day thun two months ago Is plainly in- 
dicated by the confidence which Minis- 
ters exhibit In conversation on tho 
subject. It is also indicated by the 
trend of gossip, and by that curious 
sense of change which may bo felt by 
those sensitive to impressions, a change 
comparable oniy to the turn of tho 
tide upon an estuary when the moored 
boats swing slowly around..

HAMBURG-AMERIKA 

LINERS WILL COME 



German Company Will Send Large 
Steamers Hero When Panama 
Canal Is Completed 

That the construction of the Pana- 
ma Cunal will be followed by a great 
Increase of shipping in North Pacific 
waters is evident from the announce- 
ments that have already been made. 

Sometime ago an announcement was 
made by Mr. .Fricsland, Oriental agent 
of tho Norddeutscher Lloyd lino that 
the big German shipping company 
would, run its steamers into this port 
and Pugct Sound ports when the Pan- 
ama canal was completed and advices 
have now been received that the other 
big German shipping company, the 
Hamburg-Amerika line will do like- 
wise. E. R. Boas, resident director of 
the company in the United States 
made tills anouncemont in a letter sent 
to a Los Angeles man. In a letter to 
Rov. Dana W. Bartlctt, anfewcrlng tho 
hitter's query, Mr. Bous says the lino 
will run its ships through the canal 
to the Pacific coast. 

Rumors have been provalent at San 
Francisco that tho Hamburg- Amorl- 
kan line, which already maintains 
"west coast of America" routes from 
Hamburg, via Antwerp, London, Ge- 
noa, Cadiz and St. Vincent, recently 
commissioned a confidential agent to 
make a thorough investigation of Pa- 
cific coast prospects with a view to 
being fully prepared on tho opening 
of tho Panama canal. It was also 
stated that huge now steamers would 
be built for Atlantic service with a 
consequent shifting of steamships of 
tho Cincinnati and Cleveland class — 
17,000 tons, 60S feet long and a com- 
plement of 3,600 persons — to tho routes 
between continental ports and tho 
north Pacific waters.

Beyond 
the fact that the jewelery, comprising 
twenty-four diamond rings, ranging 
in value from $50 to $450 each, a pair 
of solitaire diamond earrings valued 
al approximately ? 1 200, and a gold 
stick pin in the form of a tiger's head 
In the mouth of which was set a 
small diamond, disappeared some time 
between 10:30 o'clock Friday morning 
and 9 o'clock Saturday morning, there 
is little which the police have to work 
upon in their search, after the valu- 
ables.

Thinking 
it was one of the clerks she paid no 
particular attention to the. occurrence, 
which wns only recalled to her mind 
by the discovery of the robbery. 

A Nervy, thief • ,; 

To enter rroni the 'street in broad 
daylight, push open ' the grill wood 
door to the curlainrd-off passage and 
reaching twice Into the window and 
purloin tho valuables Would be but the 
work of a few seconds: but it would 
require a nervy 'lnt,ff<'ldual to do., it. 
It looks to the "police very much as If 
the robber who would take such 
chances of being caught red-handed 
was one of daring and adroitness^ 

In lieu of any other facts the police 
are forced to conclude that the jewels 
were stolen during the daytime by an 
individual in the manner described by 
the lady. The robbery was probably 
carried out while a. street car was 
passing the store, as at that time the 
noise of the thief's movements would 
not have been noticed. Probably at 
the same time there were a number of 
customers the store, and the atten- 
tion of the clerks would have been ful- 
ly occupied. 

Seen yesterday C. E. Redfern refus- 
ed to discuss the case at all, stating 
that the matter Is now in the hands 
of the police.

Here and There 



Yesterday morning, from all direc- 
tions, pupils of all ages and sizes were 
to be seen 'wending, their way to the 
various •"schools; . Among 'them were 
scores of "little ones,' scarcely moce 
than babies, who for weeks to come 
will require from their teachers inlin- 
Ite tuct and patience., The old-fashion- 
ed schoolroom, where stillness reigned, 
and where these small people were 
obliged to sit still for long hours, 
with their eyes lixed 011 books con- 
taining, . to. them, meaningless charac- 
ters, or making, . with . painful care, 
llgures and lotters , widen were mere 
meaningless marks, have disappeared, 
at leust from the cities. . .. .. 

In Its stead Is the primary school, 
where bright pictures,, blossoming 
plants, lively music,, and, better than 
all, a teacher who, whether young or 
old, can make the hours of school a 
delight and render the path to the 
temple of learning easy tor the little 
wayfarers. 

The gift of knowing how to manage 
the little ones Is a rare one, and she 
who possesses it is one of the most 
valuable members of any school stair. 
This is recognized In these days as 
never before, and of all the innova- 
tions which have been made in the 
educational world it is the greatest re- 
form. The primary school has Its own 
methods, and it Is wise, when practic- 
able, to keep the little .people during 
the ilrst three years of their school life 
together. It is a misfortune when the 
primary classes form part of a large 
graded school. The small learners 
should know as little as possible of 
promotions or of examinations. Let 
them learn for the joy of learning. Pur 
the healthy child, properly taught, 
learning is a Joy. Freedom does not 
mean tlisorder and gladness and Idle- 
ness aro not to be associated together. 
If any teacher, whether man or wo- 
man feels a vocation for the primary 
school, no pains should be spared we> 
cultivute every talent of head or of 
hearth or of hand that will make him 
or her a master of the most delightful, 
but the most ditilcult part of the teach- 
er's craft. 

It is usually taken for granted that 
the work of teaching the llttie ones is 
beneath the dignity of a man, yet we 
have all known fathers who could en- 
ter Into the Joys and sorrows of the 
little folks with fur more sympathy 
and understanding than their mothers. 
It was the great Master who taught us 
how to care for as well as value the 
"little children."

Whatever may be said of primary 
schools, there is no doubt that It Is 
very necessary that rneii, and men of 
the highest class, of vigorous Intellect 
and of strong moral tlbre, should 1111 
positions in our schools in both city 
and country. Canada owes much to 
the men who taught the schools of the 
past. There were, It ls_ true, lament- 
able failures among thern. But on the 
whole, "they wore not only masters in 
the schoolroom, but leaders In ^the 
social' and political llfo of the country. 
Many of them attained to high posi- 
tions in the professions or In the liter- 
ary or business world, but they never 
exercised greater influence than as 
teachers of the boys and girls who are 
now doing the work of-,'!he twentieth 
century in Canada. It Is ..very unfor- 
tunate that the young men, of this 
country are'comlng to look upon teach- 
ing as woman's work. It Is work for 
those who, whether man or woman, 
can do it best. To obtain the very 
best teachers available should be the 
aim of every community. The men, or 
women fitted to 1111 such positions are 
worthy of all honor. It may be that 
sorao day the 'world will pay their 
great teachers as highly as they pay 
the managers of their railroads or the 
neacts or their business nouses.:-. <■ 

in the meantime, perhaps, we will 
have learned that, as there are many 
things which money cannot buy, 
wealth is not the greatest goal for 
which a man should strive. \ Thn 
names of the great teachers of the past 
whether with word or pen, have en- 
dured when every trace of those whoso 
only business It was to accumulate 
wealth has passed away. 

Yet there are In these days many 
who make such good use of the wealth 
Which has fallen into their hands that 
even the greatest hater of cupltal can- 
not blind himself to the good they are 
doing. Among these is the widow of 
the New York millionaire, Russell 
Sage. Mrs. Sage has helped thousands 
of people by her munificence. Her 
latest plan of disposing of the millions 
which her husband left her is as wise 
as It la benellcent. 

Mrs. Sage has bought land In one of 
the suburbs of New York, and has 
built on It ten thousand cottages. 
These She will dispose of at cost 
price, about SI, 200, or $1,500 each, to be 
paid for on tin; instalment plan. Thus 
two thousand families will be enabled 
to buy a home for themselves at a 
much cheaper rate than would have 
been the case If any capitalist' had 
built them in order to make inopey on 
the houses. Mrs. Sage's great wealth 
would enable her to purchase her ma- 
terial at a great advantage. Eacli of 
the houses lias a garden around It. 
This, on a larger scale, is very much 
the same thing as Mrs. Vanderbllt is 
doing for the consumptives of the same 
city. 

Miss Helen Gould is another New 
York woman who looks upon herself as 
a trustee of the wealth that has fallen 
into her hands. Her ability and her 
energy are devoted to many charitable 
schemes. 

In our own country Sir William Mc- 
Donald seems to be trying to benefit 
by his enormous wealth every family 
In Canada. Through his efforts man- 
ual training has been Introduced Into 
all the centres of population. He is, 
at St. Anne's de Bellevue, educating 
teachers to instruct the boys In thn 
country in farming and the girls In 
domestic science. He has gone fur- 
ther, and tried to Induce the people, of 
some of the provinces to teach agri- 
culture In the country schools. In a 
thickly settled part of the country he 
has given funds for the building of a 




large graded school. The four or live 
small district schools "have been closed 
and specially qualified teachers have 
been appointed to. the consolidated 
school. Tho salaries (if these teachers 
have been paid by Sir William Mc- 
Bohuld for four years. ' At the end of 
that time the people' are expected' to 
have learned the advantages of this 
system, and to keep up the work. One 
of the special functions of this school 
is to Cultivate large school gardens, 
and so prepare the pupils for the life 
on the farm. A teacher who has spent 
a number of years In this work says 
that the experiment lias been a great 
success, so far as the pupll3 are con- 
cerned. They not only love gardening, 
but do bettor work at their books than 
other children of their age, 

Before Sir William McDonald had 
begun this work for the children of the 
farmer and the mechanic, ho had be- 
stowed a great fortune 011 the science 
departments of McGill University. It 
Is almost as if ho had said to the peo- 
ple of Canada: "If you men will smoke, 
I will supply you with tobacco; but I 
will give your children back the money, 
so that they may grow wiser and bet- 
ter than their fathers." 

The marvellous capacity which some 
men have of making money must have 
its use in tho world. All do not use 
the power Which It gives them cruelly 
or wasteful!}'. ™u the men and women 
of the country, who, though not mil- 
lionaires, have yet far more than 
enough for their own needs, the ex- 
ample of these philanthropists should 
point the way to kindly deeds for the 
sake of others. 



as a whole, the consumption of cigar- 
ettes had' greatly decreased. ' How Is 
it In Victoria? Have the boys who 
smoked last year found It impossible 
to buy cigarettes this year? This is 
a matter in which all honorable deal- 
ers will be willing to lend their as- 
sistance to the authorities.

The reading room at the Carnegie 
library cannot accommodate all who 
would like to take advantage of it on 
a winter's night. There are the the- 
atres and shows, but they do not af- 
ford the sort of meeting place that Is 
needed for tivo or more friends who 
want to tnlk over plans of business 
or pleasure. Such a place many of 
the hotels afford. But there are 
thousands of people In the city who 
do not think saloons or even the com- 
mon room of many hotels safe places 
for young men. ^o.p.nter, much less to 
spend their evenings In, 

Why do not these people unite and 
build and furnish rooms where those 
who have no homes could meet their 
friends, write letters, talk, read or 
play games W'Hhbut the temptation 
to partake of , intoxicating •' liquors? 
We have hundreds of drinking places. 
Why cannot we In Victoria have, one 
place with all the advantages of a 
well-conducted "saloon without the 
liquor? Coffee - 'palaces have done 
(rood In other cities; why not estab- 
lish one here? Is any one afraid It 
would Interfere with Y. M. C. A. 
work? There are people who are 
yerv well worth helping who do not 
belong to any de'llgloiis organization. 
The mission on Yates street does 
such work among poor men. 

But there Is wisdom in prevention. 

Whose business is it to enforce the 
anti-clgarotte law In this city.

•'St. Elmo's fire" at the Up of three 
masts along her yardarms and down 
the topgallant sheets, lasting for ten 
minutes, was tho weird sight wit- 
nessed by Copt.

Last night's rioting came suddenly 
and without warning at the close, of 
a calm and peaceful Sunday. About 
o'clock strikers were seen together 
at the Sehocnvillo end of the O'Oono- 

'van bridge, a viaduct spanning the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie tracks. Sud- 
denly it was rumored that a num- 
ber of strike-breakers were being 
brought from the city into the plant: 
Pickets were Immediately doubled, 
every car that came from the city was 
held up. This procedure had been go- 
ing on for some time when a car car- 
rying Deputy Sheriff Exler came 
along. He was returning from Pltts- 
b'lrfi: to the, steel car plant. A revol- 
ver was placed at the motorman's head 
and the car was stopped. A crowd of 
strikers immediately suspected -that it 
was the deputy sheriff, and he was .or- 
dered to leave the car. Instead, it is 
said, ho drew back his coat and show- 
ed his star. This was the signal for 
a fuailade.of shots. , Exler- opejied Are. 
in return and all the cartridges in his 
revolver were exploded before he fell 
under a shower of stones and bullets. 
The motorman and conductor placed 
the body on the car and took it to the 
office of a physician in McKee's Rocks, 
Hardly had the car bearing Exler's 
body started for the . physician's office 
than the mob sighted another car ap- 
proaching the viaduct.. As the car 
neared it the mob formed, ten deep 
across the tracks. State Troopers 
William Smith, Jones, O'JDonnell and 
Keitch all of troop "A" were on the 
car. They had been' on a brief fur- 
lough. When tho mob boarded the 
car and soized the conductor, the men 
arose to make a fight. Then began -a 
fusilade in which fixe hundred shots 

ior more were fired. O'Donnell was th* 
first to fall with a bullet through his 
left "side. 

Keitoli's Bravery, 

Trooper Keitch stood over his fallen 
comrade and gamely opened fire upon 
tlio mob with a revolver in each hand. 
Volley after volley was tired at him. 
but he escaped being shot although he 
was , terribly: stonod ( and -beaten after 
his comrades fell wounded at his feet: 

Soon after O'Donnell was shot, 
Trooper Williams fell mortally wound- 
ed after a volley and finally rolled 
over on his back dead. It was in the 
defensive attack on tho troopers that 
most of the members of the mob were 
shot. Word of the battle reached 
Lieut. Smith of the constabulary and 
he ordered out his entire forces of 
troopers. As they galloped towards 
the O'Donovan bridge with carbines 
drawn,: the mob broke and fled. 
Troops. Gather' Evidence. 

Just as dawn was breaking the con- 
stabulary; mounted and heavily armed, 
rode to the scene of last night's car- 
nage and gathered every particle of 
evidence. Hats, collars, coats and 
other wearing apparel were found and 
taken. to .the .company's office. Every 
possible effort will bo made to. locate 
the owners of these articles with a 
view to arresting them in connection 
with the deaths of the officers. 

While matters were quiet today, 
everyone is on the alert. Orders wer-8 
issued to the constabulary, deputy 
sheriffs and special police to shoot at 
the first sign of trouble. The prac- 
tice of the past several weeks of fir- 
ing into the air- has been abolished 
and from now on "shoot to kill" is the 
order. 

An investigation by the writer shows 
that the trouble resulted from the fact 
that three new members of the state 
constabulary and a deputy- sheriff re- 
fused to obey the commands of the 
strikers when ordered from a street 
car. For weeks tho striking have been 
holding up street cars and ordering 
the occupants out, and the latter, here- 
tofore, have obeyed. Last night, the 
troops and the deputy sheriff, all of 
them armed, refused to be ordered 
about by the strikers. They resisted 
and for twenty minutes a battle en- 
sued. It is apparent today that all the 
dcad and a majority of the injured fell 
In the battle. Later, when reinforce- 
ments arrived, many more were club- 
bed and shot but the first battle waged 
by only four men against a thousand 
strikers and sympathizers was the fa- 
tal one. 

Company . Not Responsible. 

D. K. Gardner, chief clerk of the 
Pressed Steel Car company, said to- 
day: "Speaking for the general su- 
perintendent. I wish to say that the 
Pressed Steel- Car company is taking 
absolutely no official cognizance of the 
riots of hist night. We have put the 
matter of personal and property pro- 
tection directly up to the sheriff of the 
county, and it is up to him to tctke 
care of citizens. As far as the car 
company Is concerned, indeed, we 
deny even a strike situation here. At 
the present time our plant is In op- 
eration and will continue so during 
tho week." 



COLONIES MAY HAVE 

NAVY VOLUNTEERS 

London, Aug. 23.— The bill to. amend 
the Colonial Naval Defence Act which 
was brought down in the House - of 
Commons last Tuesday gives power to 
the proper legislative authority -of the 
colony to provide that volunteers rais- 
ed in the colony shall form part of 
tho royal volunteer reserve and that 
seamen and others raised and main- 
tained by the colony shall be bound to 
the general service in case of emer- 
gency.

Machinery will bo ordered 
at once. 

Cupt. Huff was enthusiastic regard- 
ing tho locality and that there nre 
plenty of whales there he hid epperlun 
lty to observe, a school, or many schools, 
of over 400 being sighted while ho was 
at the station.

Sell-admittedly the author of the 
disastrous fire at Vernon about two 
weeks ago by which the Okahagan ho- 
tel was completely destroyed, and 
twelve inmates of Die establishment 
met death in Its most hideous guise in 
the flames, Andrew Smith, formerly 
proprietor nn,T latterly bartender'"' oT 
tho burned hotel, i.s now tiie object of 
thorough but ineffectual search oil the I 1 
part of the provincial police under the 
personal direction of Detective Inspec- 
tor McMullin. Tho warrant, issued 
out of the court at Vernon, charges ar- 
son, and it Is possible that manslaugh- 
ter may be added as a separate In- 
dictment in the event of Smith's ap- 
prehension. That the police will he 
.successful In landing the man is 
gravely doubted, as lie would seem to 
have vanished without a trace to show 
the route he has taken, and many in- 
cline to the theory indicated In a fare- 
well note, which i.s also a confession of 
ills awful crime, that he has commit- 
ted suiede, tortured by conscience 
with Ills colossal crime. 



Meanwhile the coroner's Inquiry is 
suspended, and It Is expected that a 
large reward wil be offered by the 
government to stimulate the activities 
of all in bringing the fiend to the bar 
of mortal justice. 

Tho story of the Vernon holocaust 
is still fresh in the minds of all. The 
Okanagan hotel, an old frame struc- 
ture, three stories In height, but 
without modern facilities for fire- 
flghting or escapes, was discovered by 
the town constable malting bis nightly 
rounds to be on fire, some time about 
two In the morning. The fire spread 
witli almost Incredible rapidity, and, 
cut off from escape by demolition of 
the stairways, twelve persons perished, 
of whom ten have been identified, the 
charred remains of two others being 
tenderly committed to unnamed 
graves. Among the dead was Archie 
Kicking, in whose memory the elt- 
zens of Vernon will erect' n monii 
ment, the simple heroism of this unlet 
terd laborer of dauntless courage be 
ing responsible for the safety of two 
of the women Inmates, before he gave 
his life in the endeavor to rescue 
others. 

Although It was at first understood 
that the fire originated In a front 
ground floor hallway, and probably 
through the careless handling of 
matches by a drunken guest whom the 
Dollcoman had placed within the door 
to sleep off too many potations, sun- 
dry suspicions congregated and final- 
ly induced Mr. Price Ellison, the dis- 
trict member, to interview the Attor- 
ney-General's Department, with tho 
result that Detective Inspector Mc 
Mtillin was sent to Vernon to conduct 
a rigid Inquiry, while Barrister W. 13. 
Burns of Vancouver was commission- 
ed to represent the Province at the 
coroner's Inquest, assisting and co-op- 
erating with the police authorities un- 
der Inspector McMullin. The latter 
gave particular attention to Smith, 
whom lie. had on the witness stand for 
three hours last Wednesday, subject 
ed to searching examination, under 
which lie partially broke down, it be- 
ing patent to tho majority that his 
story was not wholly the truth. 

At the adjournment of court there 
was not sufficient evidence in hand to 
Justify his detention, although his tes- 
timony bad Increased the olrfhent of 
suspicion under shadow of which ho 
had boon brought; nor does it appear 
that such surveillance was kept as 
might have assured his re-appearance 
whon required. 

As a result Thursday morning came 
with Smith, the suspect, missing. 

In his place was a letter addressed 
to tho coroner, in which the writer 
confessed to having set fire to the ho- 
tel, and gave the supplementary In- 
formation that it would be wholly use- 
less for the police to search for him, as 
lie intended surrendering his life at 
onco in partial atonement for his a\v- 
lul crime. 

Whether or not he lias done 30 — ror 
there remains no doubt as to Smith 
having written the confession, his 
handwriting being well known— Is a 



AVIATORS WHIRL 

OVER BETHANY FIELD 

rthelms, Aug. -3.— Blue skies and 
glorious weather with only a trace of 
wind made ideal conditions for this, 
the second day of aviation week at 
Itiicims, and the people in this town 
awoke to the Improved prospect of 
good sport with keenness.

when the dirigible balloon Col. Benard 
appeared over the Held at 1 o'clock, 
having come down from Meux, the 
tributes and fences lining the Held 
already were black with people. 

The Benard, which is tin: lirst of 
the balloons to arrive, carried out a 
series or Impressive evolutions above 
the plain. Hubert Latham has been 
chosen as the third aviator lo repre- 
sent France in the contest for the in- 
ternational cup, the big event of the 
week, which will be run off next Sat- 
urday. 

The others are Messrs. Bleriot and 
Lefebvic The decision was reached 
by the judges this morning after care- 
ful consideration of the elimination 
contests held yesterday. Tisslnaker, 
Pylham and Sommer are alternates lo 
Latham. Tisslnaker, who uses a 
Wright aeroplane, thus far holds the 
speed record. Only one other Wright 
machine, that operated by Sehreck, re- 
mains to compete In the event. The 
daring performances yesterday of Le- 
febvro has made him extremely popu- 
lar, but Bleriot and Latham still re- 
main the favorites of the crowd. Cort- 
land Bishop, representing tho . Aoro 
Club of America, today received def- 
inite assurances from JacqueH Verne 
that he would send a small portable 
dirigible balloon, the Zodiac, to appear 
at the Hudson-Fulton celebration in 
New York next month. The Zodiac 
will compete In the race for dirigibles 
to be held here. 

The events scheduled for today are 
the Grand Prix de Da Champagne, 
antl of the city of Bheims, and con- 
tinuations In the Prix Du Tour Do 
Piste and the Prix Des Aeronauts. 
The lirst event carries prizes amount- 
ing to $20,000, the lirst prize being 
$10,000. The money will be given to 
tho six aeroplanes travelling the 
greatest distance without touching 
the ground or replenishing their sup- 
plies of fuel and oil. Strict watcli is 
to be kept that no aviator touches the 
ground or comes within a certain 
specified distance thereof. This evont 
consequently is a test of endurance, 
and unlike the other contests, each 
competitor is obliged to put In an 
appearance on tho opening day. Most 
of the sky pilots elected to postpone 
their efforts until towards evening, 
however, and the crowds that assem- 
bled at the aerodromes had t(i satisfy 
themselves during the morning und 
early afternoon hours with witness- 
ing a few unofficial tests.

CRUISER SAID 
TO BE BOUGHT 



H.'M.'S, Bedford to Be Trans- 
ferred by Admiralty to Can- 
adian Authorities 



AT PRESENT COMING 

TO THIS COAST 



British Third-class -Cruiser on 
Her Way -to This Port 
From Hongkong. 



That H. M. S. Bedford, on the way 
from Hongkong to Esquimau, has been 
purchased by the Dominion Govern- 
ment from the British Admiralty., is a 
rumor current here. What . ground 
there .is for the rumor cannot be learn- 
ed, but the report has Rained circu- 
lation and it is also reported that Att- 
miral.Kingsmill, head of the Canadian 
navy, who is in England, in company 
with Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Minister of 
Murine and Fisheries, will come to Es- 
quimau during: next month to take 
over the third class cruiser.' 

It will be remembered that Admiral 
Kingsmill announced during bis last 
visit to this city that the decision had 
been reached' to purchase a cruiser, or 
possiblv two cruisers, from the Brit- 
ish Admiralty, if satisfactory arrange- 
ments could be made, and this has 
been ouoled with reference to the re- 
port current that the Bedford has been 
chosen. 

The Bedford is a third class armor- 
ed cruiser of !>,S0O tons displacement, 
410 feet long, liC feet beam and draws 
24.6 feet of water. She • is equipped 
with Belleville boilers and develops 
22.457 horse power. The cruiser was 
built in 1901-03 at the Fairfield yards, 
where the steamer Princess Charlotte 
was built, at a cost of £706,020.- She 
is armored with a belt of Krupp steel, 
four and two inches in thickness, and 
her deck is armored with 2 3-4 inches 
of Krupp steel. The side above the 
belt is unarmored. .There is three 
Inches nt Krupp steel armor at her 
bulkhead and tour inches at her gun 
positions. The 'armament consists of 
fourteen G Inch guns, ten twelve 
pounders, three 3 pounders, two max- 
ims and 2 landing pieces. Two tor- 
pedo tubes are used. The speed is 22.7 
knots. Her present complement is GS0 
nien. 

•The Scheme Outlined 

i Nothing can be learned here with re- 
gard to the rumor regarding the pur- 
chase of the vessel, which is' discred- 
ited at Esquimau. Tile Qttawa . cor- 
respondent .of the Montreal Star is 
commenting upon the recent an- 
nouncement from London that a defin- 
ite scheme of Canadian naval defence 
had been worked out at the Imperial 
defence conference, said: 

'There is no doubt that the orig- 
iiial Canadian navy will take the form 
of a number of first-class cruisers, 
torpedo boats and submarines on both 
coasts, and, on the lines of Sir John 
Fisher's suggestions, particular at- 
tention will likely be paid to the sub- 
marines. 

The start-off will likely be made 
With one or more training ships to be 
Utilized while the constructive details 
of the scheme are being carried out. 
The Ministers will arange for these 
before leaving England. It is presum- 
ed that the larger cruisers, if not the 
Whole fleet, will be built in the Old 
Country. The annual interest account 
on the project is expected to amount 
to between three and five millions. 

Officials who were spoken to today 
exprcssed little opinion beyond the 
fact that the policy adopted causes no 
surprise. Some say that a wholly 
Canadian navy, with the fullest auto- 
nomy guaranteed was the only contri- 
bution the Government was made to 
consider. Sir Frederick Borden and 
Hon. Mr. Brodeur arc expected home 
early next month and the Cabinet will 
then get to work in the preparation of 
legislation implementing the conclu- 
sions of the conference so far as they 
concern Canada. 

. Under what department the navy 
will come will be a pertinent question, 
whether it will be under the Marine 
Department, to which objections will 
certainly be urged, or a naval board, 
or a new naval department are ques- 
tions which will have to be considered 
and are regarded as very Important 
elements In the successful carrying 
out of 'the proposals.

July 4 the Thetis returned to the ico 
•field, but wns unable to got nearer 
than four miles 'to the Puritan, stand- 
ing by until the 5th, when she re- 
turned to Nome and advised us, 
July 8 the Thetis was- advisC, that the 
Puritan was In trouble and left again 
for the ice field. At 2.25 p. m. we re- 
ceived the following message: 

" 'Thetis Is with steamer Puritan, 
working , slowly through ice. Puritan 
hus damaged propeller and utort bow

Collision Unavoidable 

That the collision between the pas- 
senger steamer Iroquois and the four- 
ssiast schooner Endeavor was unavoid- 
able Is the' decision rendered by 
local United States Inspectors Whit- 
ney* and Turner.

A BY-LAW 



To 



authorizo tho entering Into an 
Agreement with tho British Colum- 
bia Electric Hallway Company, 
Limited, as to tho Prerequisites for 
Municipal Competition In thoir 
Elootrlo Railway Light and Powor 
Business. 

WHEREAS tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria have arranged an agree- 
ment with tho British Columbia Elec- 
tric Railway Company, Limited, which 
arrangement is set forth In u draft 
agreement submittod to and approvud 
by tho Council and already executed on 
behalf of tho Company, and which said 
draft agreement la In tho words and h- 
gures following: — 

"THIS AGKEEMENT mado the 
day of In tho year of Our 

Lord One thousand nino hundred and 
nine, BETWEEN: THE BRITISH CO- 
LUMBIA ELECTRIC RAILWAY: COM- 
i'ANf, LIMITED, hereinafter called 
"tho Company," of tho ono part; and 
THE CUH1 J OKATION OF THE CITY 
<JF VICTORIA, hereinafter called "tho 
Corporation," of the other part. 

WHEREAS the Company aro carry- 
ing on tho business of electric railway 
llgnting and power within the City of 
Victoria and suburbs under tho provi- 
sions of certain franchises more par- 
ticularly referred to in Hie Act of the 
Legislative Assembly of thu Frovince 
of British Columbia, known as "tho 
Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, Act, 18'Jl." 

AND WHEREAS the Company are 
carrying on similar undertakings In tho 
City of Vancouver. 

AND WHEREAS in tho year 11)00, 
tho said Legislative Assembly of the 
Frovince of British Columbia amended 
tho Vancouver Incorporation Act so as 
to provide that the said Corporation 
of the City of Vancouver snould not 
enter into any municipal undertaking 
that would como into competition with 
tho business operations, of the Com- 
pany in tho City of Vancouver, without 
first olferlng to expropriate the under- 
taking of the' Company on certain con- 
ditions in the said Act more fully set 
out. 

AND WHEREAS tho Company has 
applied to tho Corporation for thoir 
consent to a similar provision being In- 
serted in the "Municipal Clauses Act" 
which govor:is tho municlpul affairs of 
tho Corporation, at the next session of 
the said Legislative Assembly of the 
Frovince of British Columbia. 

AND WHEREAS us a consideration 
to tho Corporation for their consent to 
tho Insertion of the said changes In 
the said "Municipal Clauses Act," the 
Company havo proposed to be bound by 
certain conditions and to undertake and 
perform tho works hereinafter mention- 
ed. 

NOV/ THIS AGREEMENT WITNES- 
SETH that the parties hereto mutually 
covenant and agree with each other as 
follows: 

1. At tho earliest opportunity, and 
in any event within tnroe (3; years 
from the Una! passing of this By-law, 
the Company snail erect and maintain 
a power plant, estimated to cost not 
less than ono million five hundred 
thousand dollars 500,000. 00) as near 
as possible to Victoria and tributary to 
that City, which said plant shall have 
a capacity of not less than ten thous- 
and (10,000) horao power, such In- 
creased power to be used in extensions 
to tho electric railway, lighting and 
power undertakings of tho Company In 
and around tho City of Victoria, 

2. From and after the time when the 
new plant is in operation the ratos to 
bo charged for electric light and power 
for tho City of Victoria snail not ex- 
ceed the schedule rates now charged 
'ay the Company for electric light and 
power in the City of Vancouver; and 
the rates to bo charged for electric 
light and power In tho districts sur-, 
rounding tne City of Victoria shall not J 
exceed the schedule rates now charged I 
by the Company for electric light and 
power In tho districts surrounding theJ 
City of Vancouver, both of which sche- 
dule rates aro hereunto annexed and 
marked "A" and "B" respectively, and 
are hereby Incorporated herowith and 
mado a part of this agreement and 
identified by tho signatures of tho par- 
ties hereto. 

3. From and after the time when 
tho new power plant is in operation tho 
Company shall, if requested by tho 
Corporation, supply to the Corporation 
at the City lighting station, an amount 
of electricity to bo used for lighting 
purposes of, but not for sale by, tho 
Corporation equal to tho amount now 
generated by the present plant and ap- 
pliances of tho Corporation, at a price 
which shall not exceed one-half of tho 
present cost to the Corporation of said 
generation; and if tho Corporation shall 
in future require a greater amount of 
electricity for said Corporation lighting 
purposes, then same shall be supplied by 
the Company at the same rate as above 
provided. 

4. Tho Company shall, within the 
throe (3) years from the final passing 
of this By-law expend on extensions of 
their present undertakings within the 
City of Victoria and surrounding dis- 
tricts a sum of not less than two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,- 
000.00) exclusive of the expenditure pro- 
vided for in Clause 1 (Ono) of this 
agreement. 

6. If at any time In tho future the 
Corporation shall acqulro an additional 
water supply from Sooke Lake or its 
water shed and have surplus water for 
power purposes to dispose of, tho Com- 
pany, If required by tho Corporation, 
shall purchase such surplus water de- 
livered through tho pipes of tho Cor- 
poration under a sultaole head, at a 
rate to be agreed upon between tho 
Company and tho Corporation; and in 
tho event of the Corporation and tho 
Company failing to agree upon such 
rate, tho same to bo settled by three ar- 
bitrators, one to bo appointed by each 
party and Die two arbitrators to ap- 
point a third, the Whole to bo subject 
to tho provisions of tho "Arbitration 
Act"; FROVIDED that tho Company 
shall not bo required to purchaso such 
surplus water unless delivered con- 
tinuously and uninterruptedly in units 
of not less than one thousand (1,000) 
horse-power per day of twenty-four 
hours during tho life of this agreement. 

ti. Tile Uurporatlon hereby consent to 
and snail take all steps necessary on 
their part to procure, at the expense of 
tho Company, at tho next session of tho 
Legislative Assembly of tho Frovinco of 
British Columbia, an amendment to be 
maae to Chupler 32 of the Statutes of 
11)06, known as "Tho Municipal Clauses 
Act," in tho words and figures follow- 
ing, that Is to say: — 

"Tho said Chapter 32 is hereby, 
amended by Inserting after Section 6D 
tho following sections, namely: 

" 'Sua. Provided that tno Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria shall not, whether acting 
under the authority of this section or 
any other power contained In this or 
any other act, pass any By-law which 
shall havo for Its object tho raising of 
money for, or tho purchasing, acquir- 
ing, constructing, operating or main- 
taining of any works, similar to those 
now curried on by the British Columbia 
Electric Railway Company, Limited, In 
Victoria, or by vlrtuo of which tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria will 
become a competitor In the said busi- 
ness now oarrled on of tho British Co- 
lumbia Electric Railway Company, Lim- 
ited, In Victoria, until tho Council has, 
by By-law fixed the price which they 
will offer for the property of tho said 
Company, nor until thirty (30) days 
have elapsed after notlco of such prlco 
shall havo been communicated to the 
said Company. 

" -PROVIDED that nothing contained 
heroin shall be deemed to in any wlso.

City of Vlotorla may deem advisable, 
but In so doing no bonus, exemption or 
Immunity from taxes or any clas3 of 
uld shall bo conferred.

— The Unit- 
ed States cruiser St. Louis ..arrived- 
from Honolulu today In tho record 
time of four days nnd twenty-two 
hours, tho best time ever mndo -be- 
tween the two ports, except that ot 
the Japanese turbine liner Tenyo 
Maru; which made the run in four 
days eighteen hours and forty min- 
utes, on her maiden trip. The time 
act by the St. Louis is the record for 
naval vessels of any class. 



Yachtsmen Affected 

In tho new United States tariff, law 
an excise tax is imposed of $7 per 
gross ton per year on the. use of any 
foreign -built yacht owned or chartered 
for more than six months by an Am- 
erican citizen. The tax is payable on 
the flrst of September at the custom 
house nearest the residence of tho 
ownor or charterer, of the foreign 
yacht. It is estimated that this ex- 
cise tax will yield a revenue of about 
5275,000 a year. As an alternative, an 
ownor of a foreign-built yacht can pay 
a customs duty of 35 per cent, of tho 
value of his craft, and. thereby both 
gain Immunity from the excise tax and 
secure the privilege of American reg- 
istry and American protection.
